fond of physical exercise; in Ionia he 
was easy going, luxurious and merry, 
iu Thraco he was drunken, in Thes.saly 
ho was devoted to hor.semanship, and in 
the court of the Persian satraps he sur 
passed Tissaphernes himself in inagniti 
cence. As Sparta was to bo the prize of 
the Athenian victory he showed the 
people their danger, advising them to 
begin active operations against that 
city.

Ma iiIII» Hemp. 


Every engineer know’s what nianiila 
hemp is, but few are awaro that it is 
the product of a species of 
banana 
which is cultivated iu certain localities 
in tlie Philippine islands. The plant, 
called by tbe natives “ abaca,” throws 
up a cluster of sheating leaf stalks to a 
height of 20 or 30 feet, which spread 
out at tbe top into a crown of huge un­ 
divided leaves. When it is 3 years old> 
it is cut down and tho stalks are>torn 
into strips. These strips, while still 
fresh, aro drawn between a knife and a 
wooden block, and tho soft cellulose 
matter is removed. The fiber is then 
hung up to dry in tho open air until it 
is lit for use. 
Each stalk gives about a 
pound of fiber, and two natives will 
turn out about 25 pounds a day. Tho 
iuiride fiber, which is thin and weak, is 
used by tiie natives for making articles 
of dress. Tbe familiar nianiila rope is 
made from the fiber of the outer layer, 
which is hard and strong. The whole 
supply of manilla hem^ practically 
comes from the Philippines, and the 
United States consumes 41 per cent of it

U 
ii on the banka of the Neva and o>ves 
lit eiistenoe to the Empress Catherine 
II, that most eitraordinary woman, ex­ 
traordinary in ability and in vice, the 
surprise of all her contemporaries and 
the wonder of all who have studied her 
character 
The building is four stories 
high, of a light brown color and highly 
ornamental in architectnre. 
It is a 
wilderness of balls, 
stairways and 
apartments. Tho Nicholas hall and the 
St. George's hall will never be forgot­ 
ten by those who have seen them. 


One of tho most interesting rooms is 
that where Nicholas I died, it is in tho 
upper story of the northeast corner of 
the building and is approached by four 
doors and finally by a narrow passage. 
It is a small room, only about 18 feet 
loug and l:i feet wide, with two small 
windows, and is the place where the 
emperor spent most of his time when 
not oiliciaily employed. 
It is the room 
in which he died, somo say by poison 
admini.stercd by himself in a lit of mel­ 
ancholy induced by tho outcome of tho 
Crimean war. 
Tho room remains just 
as ho left it. Near tho center is a plain 
iron bedstead. 
Some chairs and a few 
cheap pictures adorn the room, and a 
dih\pidate(l, down at tho heel pair of 
slippers complete tho furnishings of the 
attic room in the palace. 


The AKhMiitvvM Sec Sights. 


The natives ot these .laman villages 
had never seen a wliite man before, and 
1 noticed at iir.st with somo surprise 
thiu those of our actiou.s which inter­ 
ested them mo.st were the simple and 
commonplace ones.

When I 
produced my tooth brush and proceeded 
to put it to its natural uso, there was 
mucli an.\ious discussion, and when I 
bru.slicd my hair up and made it stand 
on end they yelled with delight. 


As for tho opening of a bottlo of 
champagne, which occurred on ono oc­ 
casion after an unusually long march) 
it simply brought down tho houso, al­ 
though tho spectators .somewhat abrupt­ 
ly dispersed and viewed the remainder 
of tho performance around tho cornera
